SPECIAL. COURTS. 


IMPORTANT GERMAN 
DECREE. 


: Berlin, Sept. 19. 

To “protect public safety and 
cleanse German economic life and 
the taxpayers’ conscience,” the 
Government is asking .General 
Hindenburg to sanction an emer- 
xency decree authorising the 
establishment of apecial courts to 
deal summarily: with cases com- 
prising “gross acts of political 
terrorism, serious cases . of 
criminal acts by business men, and 
evnsfon in regard to taxes and 
foreign currencies.” 


It has been explained that the 
decree is necessary because 
previous decrees calling on tax- 
payers to detail their holding in 
foreign currencies and securities 
had not ‘had the desired effect, 


The emergency decree, which 
was published to-night, creates a 
State Commissary with the power 
to contro] banks to enable the 
Government to obtain information 
regarding: the position of banks 
and the influence of the banking 
policy in general 
interest. 


The decrce does not affect_the 
Reichsbank or other banks of a 
private character, but it ia intend- 
ed chiefly to counteract the ten- 
dency to take up foreign eredits 
to an extent that is likely to lend. 
to a repetition of the last crisis.—- 
Reuter.

An intercsting legal point arose 
in the course of proceedings under 
the Opium Ordinance before Mr. 
Schofield at the Central Police 
Court this morning, When Mr. 
Todd, of the Imports and. Exports 
Office, applied for the retention of 
certain documenta although he had 
dropped a charge of dealing in 
opium against a‘ Chinese, named 
Lai Wing, explaining that ho had 
not, sufficient evidence to proceed. 

Mr. Todd found his justification 
under Section 31 (f) In selzing, 
removing and detaining documenta 
for books which had appeared to 
him Ukely to-be, or to contain, 
evidence of such dealing in opium. 

For the dischnrged accused, Mr. 
M. K. Lo raised a strenuous oppo- 
sition. The prosecution, he said, 
had no legal right to documenta 
which they might regard as sus- 
piclous and they should = return 
them now that they had with- 
drawn the charge. Such.conduct 
he chnracterlacd as “blowing hot 
and cold by turns”. a 

The man in the case might be 
n dealer of opium in Canton, but 
if the prosecution could’ prove 
that he was a dealer in Hongkong 
naturally they would not have 
dropped the proceedings.

Sir,—Own views on things in 
general are moulded, ¢o a very 
great extent, .by tho dally paper 
we read. The writer of leading 
articles [8 a epeclaliss and the man- 
in-the-stroet bows to his ideas os 
rendily as he docs to the decrees 
of his medical man. It would 
appear, therefore, that I am laying 
myself open to the charge of pre- 


sumption in questioning views pro- |' 


pounded by the paper that has been 
my educational medium for nearly 
four years. However, “a fool may 
now and then be right, by chance,” 
and as “oven the eagle suffers 
little birda to sing,” Perhaps you 
will Iet me attémpt to justify my 
criticism. ; 

To my mind we do not require 
bimetallism to restore two-fifths of 
the world’s population their pur- 
chasing power. The slump of 
silver merely deprived China - of 
one half of the value of her 
hoardings and of the paper actually 
in circulation at that time. The 
purchasing power of Chinn in 
foreign marketa is her surplus 
commodity production, the intrinsic 
value of which is unaffected by any 
drop in her international exchange 
rate. Given time for rendjust- 
ment, her exports are bound to 
command the same Sterling prices 
that they did before, and wages, 
the purchasing power of the labour- 
ing classes, will ultimately pick up 
to thelr former intyinsic worth. 
Looking at it from’the viewpoint 
of Chinn’s development, the silver 
slump should, by reason of tem- 
porarily cheap labour, give an im- 
petus to her export trade. This 
will in turn-help her trade bance, 
enable her to absorb more: silver 
and assist in the recovery of the 
metal she has hoarded. To put it 
briefly, the workers, for a time, 
will have to submit to low wages 
to enable the employers to re- 
cuperate, and as trade brightens 
up the purchasing power of the 
workers will rise. 

Before offering a solution to the 
world’s industrial depression 1 
would like to put two questions on 


‘| bimetallism: 


(1) Assuming that an -inter- 
national agreement could be arrived 
at whereby silver reserves were 
maintained by the banka and 
utilised for the stabilising of inter- 
national money rates, what would 
there be to prevent two countries, 
bent on industrial: ‘domination, 
secretly combining with the object 
of ridding themselves of — their 
silver, accumulating gold and then 
declaring a silver exclusion policy? 
The price of the white metal would 
immediately slump and. the gold 
holders would have achieved finan- 
cial and industrial supremacy. 

(2) With the Increased’ demand 
for silver under bimetallism, would 
the ‘enhanced price not encourage 
heavier production and how ‘could 
stability be maintained with a 
metal that has lost the essential 
merit of being rare in coming up 
from the earth-as n bye-product? 

It is possible. that _ bimetallism 
could be introduced’ to the world’s 
adyvantnge at. the moment, but 
the complexity of our ex- 
change system © would -be 
tremendously increased thereby und 
too much would depend on inter- 
national goodwill and confidence 
to.cnsure any permanent improve- 
ment in our- industrial \ affairs. 
There is nnother way out of the 
difficulty which combines simplicity 
with safety. : 

By real, hard wealth, I mean 
anything that.can be applicd to 
the production of the necessities 
of life. Gold is a form of wealth, 
but owlng to the demand for cur- 
rency purposes it has a fictitiously 
high value and even with this in 
its favour, it represents ‘a very 
small proportion of a nation’s 
total wealth lying in factories, 
mines, agricultural areas, shipping, 
etc. .France, to-day, has a big 
accumulation of gold while we 
are practically —_ destitute of 
it, but our total national 
wealth runs into thousands of mil- 
lions sterling and we are probably 
the richer nation of the two, 

The almple barter, idea is not a 
practical proposition to-day, but 
trade remains barter no matter 
how involved we make it appear 
with our weird -and wonderful ex- 
change systems, and the nearer wwe’ 
can appronch the simplicity of the 
original procedure the more easily 
will the wheels of tho comnrercial 
machine revolve. Modern con- 
ditions demand a medium for 
effecting the’ exchange” of com- 
modities, and at the moment thet 
medium is paper, the unit re- 
presenting the value of a fixed 
amount of gold. Tho total amount

We robbed them our- 
selves,” 

Tsang Sang said he did not go 
to the robbery, adding that Chiu 
Sing took him there. “He asked 
me to do something. Ho said 
‘te yon go I will tell your .At 
first I didn't know we were going 
to rob. No jewellery was robbed, 
only several picces of clothing. 

To a charge of receiving he 
replied, ‘! didn't reccive the atolen 
property. Chiu Sing told me to 
carry it. for him and he pawned

Both men were found guilty on 
the first charge of committing an

Ve thought that Sir Anthony was 
one of those people who led to the 
allegation—which was entirely false 
—that there waa one Inw for. the 
rich and one for the poor.’ 


He (Major Thorton) adapted the 
words of Horace: “The law stalks 
with equal tread over the mansions 
of the rich and the cottages of the 
poor,” 


“You have,” added the  Chnir- 
mann, “suffered the ignominy of 
being arrested, and have dishonour- 
ed your nume. It wags quite un- 
necessary.” . 


Major Thornton said that the 
Bench were not going:to take the 
discourtesy into consideration in 
the fine, which would, be £1 for the 
actual offence. They conatdered 
that the ignominy brought upon him 
was sufficient punishment. 

Sir Anthony bowed to the Justices’ 
and left the Court.
